How it Works Its Way: Inte the 
Body and How to Counteract it. 


One of the great scourges of the pres- 
ent year in all parts of America has 
been malaria. This is a trouble so 
treacherous in its nature and so dan- 
gerous in its results as to justly cause 
apprehension wherever it has appeared.

Hence persons living 
near stagnant pools or marshes are 
liable to be afflicted with chills and 
fever, and such localities are never 
healthy, though they are more so when 
the streams flowing into them are pure, 
and also when the water is high. Again 
the drainage of houses, slaughter 
houses, barns, etc., are a fertile source 
of malaria. One will often notice in 
coming into the neighborhood of one of 
these sluggish streams that pass through 
almost every village a most villainous 
smell caused by the offensive refuse 
which communicates its bad odor to the 
atmosphere. especially on hot days.

New York Democratic Convention, 
Syracusz, N. V., September 22. 

When the Tammany delegates filed 
into the hall they were received with 
cheers and a few hisses. The conven- 
tion was called te order and the Chair- 
man oi the Committee on Contested 
Seats reported that the committee 
recognized the county Democracy as a 
regular delegation from New York 
city; but with a view to the success 
of the party at the polls and for the 
purpose of securing entire harmony, 
they recommended that the New York 
representation be divided as follows: 
County Democracy 38, members of 
Tammany 24, Irving Hall 10. The 
report was unanimously adopted 
amidst vociferous applause. The 
Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported for permanent chairman 
Lester B. Foulkner. 

After an address by Chairman 
Foulkner, General Prior presented the 
platform, which arraigns the Republi- 
can majority in Congress for tailing 
to reduce taxation, and favors such 
tariff as shall best serve the interests 
of all classes; condemns the river and 
harbor bill; declares that in nominat- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury for 
Governor we see the alarming power 
of the Government to control selec- 
tions; holds the Republican adminis- 
tration responsible for wunredressed

of the point where the hght of dawn 
is strongest, flashing upward toward 
the zenith like 5 brilliant brand. It 
may be seen plainly long atter the 
sun has risen above the eastern hills. 

It may be that the tail is visible above 
the eastern horizon even before the 
break of day, for at times when the 
atmosphere is steady it may be traced, 

after the sun is up, for probably a 
distance of ten degrees. The nucleus 
is very bright, quite as brilliant as 
the planet Venus, which is at present 
the glory and the beauty of the west- 
ern heavens in the evening. A pair 
of sharp eyes can no doubt pick out 
the comet's head at mid-day, provided 
they only koow where to look for it.

Mills on the Trackee. 
The daily arrival of ore from Cande- 
laria, from the Potosi mine, occasions 
many remarks as to-what might be a- 
complished toward making Reno a 
center for reduction works if a move 


were made in the right direction. If 
15 to 20 tons of ore per day can be 
hanled 200 miles and reduced ata 
profit greater here than it will yield 
at the place where it is extracted, there 
would be a proportionately yreater 
profit on larger amounts. The Truckee 
river is never so low as to be unable 
to furnish power for a dezen large 
mills, each of which world be a small 
fortune for its owners. It is not un- 
likely that next Spring owners of mines 
in Candelaria and Garfield district 
will erect reduction works in Reno and 
continue the experiment already inau- 
gurated at the English mill. 


Jack Campbeil’s Marderer. 
J. J. Stubbs, the murderer of Jack 
Campbell at Randolph, Sierra Valley, 
is in jail at Downieville.
